Lively Debate in the Chamber Regarding 
Relations Between France 
and England. 

I'AitiK, April 2. — After a debate in the 
clniiiiber of deputies to-day on t lie for- 
eign jiolicy of the government, a resolu- 
tion which was acceptable to the minis- 
try was adoptetl by a vote of 300 to 213. 

Prior (o the passage of the vote of con- 
(ideiice ill the governnient llie premier, 
M. Bourgeois, made a long Hpeeeli, 
during the course of which he revieweil 
the liiHtory of the Dgyptiaii enibroglio. 
But he imparted no fresh information 
to the deputies. SLq also d welt «t length 
upon the intcsnti-in of the government 
to defend the honor and interest of 
France and to stifeguard universal peace. 
In conseipience, members of tlie centre 
party protested against the eniptiness of 
the preiiiitT'.s Btjilemeiil, and pointed out 
tintt his as.'^ertion that negotiations be- 
Lwci'ii (.ire:it liritaiii and Kriuice regard- 
ing the eventtiid evacuation of Mgyiit 
were jiroceedliig wjis open to doubt, in 
view of the fact that the British (»re- 
niier, the jMarquis of Salisbtiry, was ut 
the Riviera and the l''rei)c,li aiiihaHsndor 
at London, liaron de Coiircel, was in 
Paris. The debate was marked hy niiicli 
e.xcitemen*., but when the nieniber jiro- 
ceeded to discuss the credits for Mada- 
gascar the deputies soon left, and the 
bouBO was eventually adjourned until 
April 10. 

DAEING BUEGLAEY. 

H. Smith & Co.'a Bank at Guelph Entered— 
The Safe Blown Open and 
Robbed. 

FoiiKST, April 2. — (Special) — The 
largest and most daring bnrplarj- ever 
porpiitrated hero was committed yester- 
day iiiorniiig in the bank of II. .Smith it 
Co. The burglars gained entrance by 
prying open a street door and opened 
the safe by drilling through the door. 
The safe was then blown 'open with 
dynamite; its door was entirely de- 
moliiibed, the solid steel half an inch 
thick being twisted completely out of 
shaiie anil the steel bolts broken like dry 
sticks. The burglars had prppjicd the 
roof of the vault with railway ties, fear- 



ing it would be entirely demolished. 
They netted 4;1,500 less than usually lies 
in the vault over night. There is no 
clua to the burglars. 

PIGHTOG MATABELES. 

PcesibiUty of Checking the Rebellion Before 
It Spreads Much Fartlier. 

Capk Tow .N, April L'.— The new.q from 
Matabeleland gives indications that the 
rebcdlion may be checked before it has 
t.tnie to spread dangerously far. De- 
spatched received here say that prepara- 
tions an; being made to send reinforce- 
nient.s of 5,000 regular troops here at 
short i^otice sliould such a steii be neces- 
sary, aiul it is said that ,5,000 :idditional 
troops can be harried here from India in 
a very short time. These announce- 
ments have had a calming effect upon 
the public mind, and there is not so 
mucli loud talk upon the part of the bur- 
ghers and their advisers. 

A delayed despatch from Buluwavo, 
ilatod Tuesday last, says thatCapt. Miic- 
fai huie, in oomniand of a mounted pa- 
trol, has had a sharp skirmish with a 
band (if rebellions Matabidesat Queen's 
Reef, Deiube.si. The natives are lepoit- 
ed to have attacked tlie troopers in 
splendid form with assegais, ami after a 
haml-to-band L-mrounter tlit^y were beat- 
en oil', leaving 30 killed. Cajitaiii Mac- 
farlane's party lost ono horse and sev- 
er:il white troopers were killed, but the 
number of the latter is still doubtful. 
The p:itrol, however, made a gallant 
stand against overwhelming odds and 
bad the best of the skirmish. Three indu- 
nas. who have arrived at Buluwayo 
from the scene of Macfarlane's fight 
with the nativea, report that the young 
Matabeles fought the troopers against 
the advice of the chiefs and that the 
younger warriors conld not be con- 
trolled. 

Another fight has taken place near 
Inyati. A number of white settlers who 
were seeking refuge in the town were 
surrounded by liostile natives. The 
whites made a determined resistance, 
but all of then were killed except one 
man, who brought the news to Bulu- 
w:iyo. The natives also captured 30 
rifles and about 3,000 rounds of am- 
muuiiiun. 

Selous, the hunter and explorer, at 
the head of 30 mounted volunteers, 
when these advices left Buluwayo, had 
gone to Mangue, in order to esijort the 
mail conch from that place to Buluwayo. 
Dawson's iiatful reiiorts that the Miita- 
beles are massing at I'mzengwana, 
Sbangaiii, CIkuiui, Matoppo and Inyati, 
Captain Dawson insists that they "will 
nut be (h-iven out of the Matoppo hills 
exce|)t by a large and well organized 
I force. 

The Chief Uliino, or " god," who first 
incited the revolt of the Alatabeles, has 
proclaimed himself Kingof IMatabelehmd 
as successor of the late King Lobengula. 
The son of the last named monarch, who 
is iniderstood to be on his way to the 
-Matopo hills in order to bead the na- 
tives, has not yet reached there, and 
when he does there is likely to be trou- 
ble between his warriors and those of 
the newly i)roclainie(l king. 

Nobody here puts any faith in the re- 
port that the Boers have ollered to assist 
the British in ipielling the rebellion in 
Matabeleland. The Boers have iiii[iort- 
ant matters of their own to altend t<i 
just now and are very unliktdy to take 
any stejis which imiy strengthen the 
hands of the liiilish luiministiator. Be- 
sides, it is helieived that .Mr. Rhodes is 
about the last man in .South Africa the 
Boers would help out of a hole. 

I'liicr Sai.isiiuiiv, Miitabeleland, April 
— Cecil RiiodeH, wilh 1,50 volunteers, is 
proceeding toy welo and Buluwayo. Mr. 
Rhodes has expressed the opinion that 
Rhodesia ia capable of coping with the 
revolt of the Matateles. 

London, April 2. — The secretary of 
state for tlie colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, received de8f)atcbes from the 
governor of Cape Colony, .Sir ller(Miles 
Robinson, to-day, wliiidi seem to denote 
that the activity on the jiart of the 
antliorilii'H in .Matabeleland and Cape 
Colony has done a great deal towards 
jirevcntiiig the spread of the rebellion in 
Alatabelelaiid. It is now announced 
that the outlying stations about Bulu- 
wayo have been relieved ami Buluwayo 
and Uwelo are no longer considered to 
be in danger of attack. Consequently 
Sir Hercules Robinson hopes the revolt 
will be almost confined to the Matoppo 
hills.

ture of the Dominion Delegates. 



Winnipeg, April 2. — iSpecial) — The 
Dominion school commissioners left for 
Ottawa Ibis afternoon via Sault Sle. 
Marie and immediately following their 
departure statements of the oilers and 
counter proposals made at the recent 
conference were given out by counsel for 
the minority and Attorney General Sif- 
ton respectively. 

Tlie Oominion delegates jiropoaed on 
Saturday that the Komaii Catholics be 
given the same privileg(!s here as are en- 
joyed in the Nova Scotia or New Brua- 
wiiik schools, the Catholics to have sep- 
arate school houses in jnipulous districts, 
the Catholic children in other schools 
to be exenijit from religious instruc- 
tion, or objectionable clauses in the text 
books, also that the Catholics have rep- 
resentation on the educational board. 
In all other respects the schools at which 
Catholics attend are to be public echools, 
and subject to every provision of the 
education acts for the time being in 
force in Manitoba. If accepted the 
Dominion ileiegatea jiromised that the 
Rtuiiedial bill wiiuld be wilhdnnyn. 

Ill reply .Manitoba rejected the ofler, 
but stibniitted two alternalives : First, 
to comiiletely fccciilarize the public 
schoola ayatom, eliminating leliL'ioiia 
exereisea anil religious teaching of every 
kind during achool hours; second, to 
repeal the preaent provisii.ns of the 
school act rol'iting to religioua exercises, 
and allow any denomination to give re- 
ligious instruiitiona in any public scliool 
during stated hours. 

The Dominion delegates were unable 
to 'accept either alternative, and the 
conference closed. 

Mr. Ewart, counsel tor the minority, 
left for Ottawa to-day.

CRUELTIES IN CUB.4. 

Spain Said lo Be Using the Most Barbarous 
Methods of Warfare— RivalUnB 
the i^paches. 

II.\v.\N.\, .Vjiril 2. — The rumor of the 
death of Gen. ^Maximo Gomez is still 
current here, and is being added to by 
alleged details of his demise. The latter 
are that the Cuban leatler is said to have 
expired si.)me days ago of liemotysis at 
the Socorro jilantatimi, in the province 
of Matan/.as. Xo diites are given, and 
there are no facus forthcoming to conlirin 
the report of tlimiez' death. I'rivale 
news of a reliable charticter retreived 
here through other ttian otlicial cluiiinelrt 
states that Maximo Gomez jiasaed six 
days since by Oruces and Santa L'larii, 
going toward Puerto Principe. His 
health is very much broken, and he de- 
sires to return to Santo Domingo. 

Washington, April 2. — The message 
from Havana giving the details of the 
killing of five prisoners by the garrote 
raised a cry of horror in ^^'ashiug|ori. 
Seiior Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish min- 
ister, admitted that the men bad heei 
killed, but declared that the form of 
punishment was the one prescribed hy 
S|ianish law. He said the ineti were 
negroes and bad been guilty of a most 
atrocious crime in hanging a nierchaiit 
at Guira Melena and in killing ii small 
boy at the same place. He said that 
the details of the execution had been ex- 
aggerated. 

Reports to the Cubans in Washington 
declare that the execution of the five 
men at Havana is but a sample of the 
atrocious cruelties of Capt.-Gen. Wey- 
ler. They declare that they have in- 
formation indicating tliiit Hindi ciiudties 
are practiced netirly every ihiv, and that 
they are so horrible as to be In-yond 
comprehension. 

Senor tjuesada, who represents the 
Cuban party in Washington, said such 
incidents gave only a vague idea of tlitt 
reign of terror in the island. He con- 
tinued: " .Vtrocities are being coniiiiit- 
ted every week in Cuba that surpas.s in 
cruelty the worst of the .^rnuinian 
horrors, over which such a sturni of 
popular indignation was raised in this 
country. The cruellies reported in these 
despatches will be denied by the >Spaiiisli 
authorities, and the denial will be be- 
lieved hy the American people, beeaiise 
they cannot conceivi^ hov,- siiidi erinies 
can be committed hy a civili/.eil nation. 
The Spanish aut tioril ies are com I ucling 
in ('iiba to-day exactly the same sort of 
warfare that- the ,\|i;udie Indians in 
.\rizona waireil twenty years ago on the 
frontier. They are mutilating their 
viclims in extictly the same way, and 
using the most barbarous methoils of 
will fare." 

iSenor tjuesada said he had no doubt 
that the five men put to death bud heen 
guilty of some odense against Sijunish 
rule, and that perhajia their nlleiise 
merited the death penalty, lie con- 
tinued : " We do not ask the A merican 
peoiile to look to the events of the jire- 
sent war to form tbei r conidusioiis abenit 
Spanish criudty. It is a matter of 
iiistory, and the history that records 
just siudi crindliivs was not written by 
t.'nbaiis or by .sipan iiirds, but. by Ibiglish- 
men and I'rench men. We iMii well 
underfitand that any re[iorts the 
Cubans may spreiid in th(^ I'liited 
Stales nt this time about Spanish 
cruelty will be lookiid upon as |>reju- 
dieed and unfair. Kor that ri.';iscin we 
have not attempted to keep the Ami;ri- 
can people advised of tlieir atrocities. 
The Spanish are in control of the island 
of Cuoa, and they exercise a censorship 
over the telegraph and mail that prv- 
vents a true statement of the aflkirs 
then! being known, hut the truth will 
cniiu! out gradually, and the people of 
this eountry will jiut a stoji to the war- 
fare in time.

THE MISSION OF PEACE. 

It may, we think, be safely taken for 
granted that Sir Donald A. Smith's 
mission of peace to Winnipeg has ended 
ill failure. It could hardly have had 
any other result. Those who liave any 
knowledge of the situation in Afanitoba 
must know that Mr. Greenway, though 
leader of the Government, is not in a 
position to do as he pleases in that pro- 
vince. It sliould not for a moment be 
forgotten tluit the people are behind him 
and above him. !t is not in iii.s power 
to control them, and thev have lioth the 
power and the will to control him. The 
members of his (.ioverninent wlio con- 
ferred with the Commission from Ottawa 
could not, even if they wished, agree to 
propositions which they knew would 
be disai)proveil by tlie men wiio 
placed tliem in olliee. This is assiuiiiim 
that Mr. (ireenway and the uieinbers of 
his Government were willing to inal-;e 
such an arrangement as the minority 
could agree to, which is not by any 
means certain. Their attitude from the 
very first has been uncompromising. 
They have said in ellect: "Our school 
law of 1H!)0 is a good law well suited to 
the circumstances of the peojileof Mani- 
toba. It inflicts no grievance on the 
minority. We will not make any change 
in it to please them or their friends." 
There ia not the slightest reason to be- 
lieve that any member of the Manitoba 
Government has changed his mind in 
the least as to the adaptability of the 
school law to the circumstances of the 
pe<)i)le or the claim of the denomina- 
tional minority to a redre.ss of its griev- 
ance. That the majority of the electors 
have not changed their position with 
rospect to the school law and to the 
school policy of the Government the re- 
sult of the late election is ample evi- 
dence. 

To assume that Mr. Greenway and his 
colleagues were prepared to meet 
the Commissioners hall-way, or nearly 
half-way, is to suppose that their views 
on the school question and those of the 
majority of the people had undergone a 
very material change, and there is not a 
particle of evidence to lead the discern- 
ing and well-informed observer to arrive 
at this comdiisioM. There is nothing to 
show that t!ie members of the 
Manitoba Government are at all 
more disposed to settle the ([ties- 
tion on leriiis that would he 
accepted by tlie minority to-ilay 
than they were twelve months ago, or to 
lead one to believe that they arc picpiu-- 
cd to risk their oflicial iiositions liy 
agreeing to a eom|)romii?e which niiglit 
be and most probably would be tinpoji- 
ular. 

There is no reason to believe that 
either the people or the ( ioviM-iiment of 
Manitoba feel t lieiiisel vi-s lioiind in good 
faith to i:(;nsider tin; grievance o! th(! 
minority favoiahly. 'J'hey deny the ex- 
istence of a pre-confederaliou compact 
by which tbey were pledged to continue 
to the minority their denominational 
schools and th(!y deny that they were 
bound by the terms of confederation to 
allo\t Ihu rights of the minority with 
reB|)ect to education. Tliey consider 
that they liave a right to enact the 
school laws that please them best 
without regard to the provisions 
of the Manitoba act. And it is evident 
that they regard the proceedings taken 
under that act by the minority as an un- 
warrantable interference with the rights 
of the Province. Tlieir feeling in the 
matter is oxnressed in the phrase 
" Hands oil' Manitoba 1 " 

It is hardly probable that a Govern- 
ment holding these views and assuming 
this attitude would be in a position to 
come to terms with a minority who had 
been aggrieved by their, action and who 
liivd taken steps to recover their rights 



AN ACUTE OBSERVER. 

Mr. Henry Norman, well and favor- 
ably known on this side of the Atlantic 

as a very able and thoroughly reliable 
journalist, fcontributes a jiaper to the 
.\pril number of .'^crihner's Magazine on 
"The quarrel of the ICnglish-ispeaking 
peoples," in which he discusses the way 
in which IMtish subjects and United 
States citizens regard each other. In 
bis opinion, the British are not disposed 
to quarrel with the Americans, but he 
seems to think that it wouUI take very 
little provocation to cause the . Americans 
to lly at the throats of the lOnglish. He 
is of oinnioM that the jireseiil calm is 
only temporary and that if the rejiort of 
the Venezuela Commission should be 
unfavorable to the British claim, 
the jingo spirit that a little while ago 
manifested itself so unpleasantly 
ill the United States would Hare uji 
furiou.sly. lie seems to think that war 
between the two great English-speaking 
nations could then hardly be avoided 
and that it would be productive of the 
most disastrous effects both to the 
United States and° to Great Britain. 
Tde Americans look forward to a war 
with Great BriUiin lightheartedly. Mr. 
Norman says : 

I was astonished to find that people 
did not reflect that although war might 
result in the loss to us of Canada and 
possibU', 1 hrongli a lOm'opean eonibiiia- 
lion against us, in the reduction of 
Great iiritain to a third-rate power, it 
might also result in the instant bank- 
ruptcy of half the comniereial and linan- 
cial institutions of the United .'states, 
in the ruin of the Western larniers as a 
class, in the setting back of half a cen- 
tury of American cominorcial progress, 
possibly even in the development of a 
fresh revolutionary spirit somewhere 
between the Atlantic and the Pacilic — 
all this, to say nothing of the awful 
butchery of men and the piling up of 
enormous national debts that would cer- 
tainly ensue. 

Mr. Norman, we think, is mistaken in 
hia estimate of the effect that a war 
with the l-nited States would have on 
Crreat Britain and Caiiiida. It would, all 
must admit, he dreadfull_v disastrous 
to both nations, and there is very little 
to be gained by calculating which would 
be the greatest sufferers. Mr. Norman 
considers that the Americans luive some 
very difficult problems on their hands 
which it might be well fur them to 
attempt to solve before they think of 
going to war with ( ireat Britain or any 
other iMiropcan power. The rapid 
growth of the foreign element in the 
coinnionwealtii is, he considers, a ground 
for deep anxiety. 

"The foreiL'ti-bori. ," he .says, "and 
their immediate descendants already ex- 
ceed the' number of native born north of 
the Mason and Dixon line. Kvery large 
(tity in the area is jiolitii-ally controlled by 
the votes of Ibis Inrcigii i)ijpiihiliun, and 
its |iolice ami adiiii iii.-^l rat i ve otiicers wrv, 
drawn almust exclusively fiom the 
same source. Sixty-three [ler cent, i>f 
the lii[Uor dealers an' foreign born, 
and sixty per cent, (jf the saloon 
kec'ijers. North of .Ma.soii and Dixon's 
line there tire a milliun and a hall of total 
aliens. It has been proposed to abol- 
ish the I'higlish language as a vehicliM)! 
school instruction in a certain district. 
■Pho one thing you shall ask for in vain 
in the cliief city of America is a distinct- 
ly .\ini.-rican coiiiniunity." 

.\iW.v we have heard so iniiidi about 
Muropean pauper labor and about the 
high wage,-! ]inid in the Unileil Sl,ati\-, it 
is a surprise to find Mr. Xornian stating 
that one of the dangers which Ameri- 
cans are to avoid is the continuous low- 
ering of wages. 

"While we, in Ungland," be says, 
" are earnestly laboring on behalf of the 
'living wage ' for the working classes, 
the tendency in America, at any rale 
among the foreign- born, seems to be to 
sink below it. A cloak for the making 
of which $o.26 was paid in 1885 earns 
its maker only ninety cents in 1805. 
An overcoat was produced before a 
Congressional Committee in the mak- 
ing of which nineteen men bad been 
om|)loved. the total jirice fortlu; making 
being forty-live cents, Corduroy trow- 
flors are made for ten cents a dozen. The 
MassachusettB bureau of Labor sUitistics 
has shown that thirty-two jier cent of 
the Hnp))ort of the average working- 
man's family falls upon hi.s wife and 
children. The Illinois CommissionerH 
of Labor slatisticH declare that one-half 
of the intelligent workmen of the stale 
are not even able to earn enough for 
their daily bread and have to deiieiid 
upon the labor of women and children 
to eke out their miserable existence," 

ilLv. Norman found that there are men 



NOT AN JNCONSISTENCr. 

The Gritd profess to believe that it ia 
iDconsistunl in the Government to kecj) 
the Itemedial Bill helo|e Parliament 
while the Commissioners are negotiating 
for a settlementof the Manitoba school 
question in Winnipec Their protest 
against going on with the hill while 
negotiations tire pending they no doubt 
regard as a clever move in the game 
which they are playing. Their object ia 
ovitleiitly in some way to burke the bill 
and to compel the Government to go to 
the country without having settled the 
school question in any way. The failure 
of the Government to perform its pro- 
mise with regard to Inal bill would in 
their opinion be a sijlendid topic for 
(u-it stiim|) oratora during the 
canipitign. They would expatiate 
on the duplicity and the in- 
capacity of the Government until 
they had almost made themselves be- 
lieve that they regretted that Ibe (ities- 
tioii was not settled before the dissolu- 
tion. 

Then it would iie so exceedingly eon- j 
venieiit to be able to go to the country 
in a position to say, with some apjiear- 
ance of plausibility, that if they had 
been in power they would have seltleii 
the question speedily, and that the .Man- 
itoba minority would he then in the 
eiijoyinent of all Ihey could reasonably 
expect to obtain from the Manitoba 
majority. But the government were 
too wide awake to fall into the trap set 
for them by the cunning and tricky 
Grits. If the commissioners should 
succeed in getting a satisfactory settle- 
ment the remedial bill would of necessity 
fall to the gnuiiul, but if the coiuniis- 
sioiiers shoiihl fail in their mission of 
peace the minority winild have the 
I Kenieiiial Act as their last resource. 
I The Halifax Herald exposes the Grit 
scheming very efl'ectively in the foilow- 
I ing paragraph : 

Tlie juirjiose of thi^ (irit coiit(*ntion 
that the government should stop legisla- 
j tion to await the issue of the conference, 
1 is tlins easily understood; but ihiit (Iril 
I game is not going to work.

After the Remedial Order 
j was passed, the Grits declared the gov- 
ernment would never introiluce lle- 
I medial l.i'ginlation. .-Vfler the lie- 
medial Bill was introduced by the 
government, the tirits decdared 
that it woiikl never be iiKjved 
to a second reading, and that 
Sir C'liarici Topper was the inan 
who was determined that it never should 
j he ri.-ad a second lime, yt't the fact turn- 
ed out to be that Sir Charles Ttipjier was 
I the very man who moved the second 
j reading of the bill and successfully car- 
ried it by Conservative votes. At every 
point the Grits have assailed and chargeil 
i the government with insincerity and 
j with luiving no honest desire to remedy 
j the grievance of the minority; and at 
i every point tlu; sub/seiiuent fatns have 
proved the falsity of the Grit charges, 
i But if now the Grits could get the gov- 
ernment to cease pressing forward the 
bill, what a (irit whou|i of triumph 
would go up, and tbey would 
say to their frieiKis, ".last as we told 
'yoii;ti,e government never wanted to 
))a-^s Ihe bill." But the little (Iril L'ame 
I will not work. The Governineiit are 
J pressing the bill forward witli all jjussi- 
I ble speed, in spite of Grit obstruction. 
If Mr. Greenway is willing to make a 
compromise satisfactory to the minority, 
well and good. If he refuses to do ao, 
then so much the worse for the reputa- 
tion of his government and Ins Grit 
friends In any ciise the (ioveriinient 
and their iiarlimnentary supDoi teis are 
det(!riaine(l to press forward the reme- 
dial bill, as the grievances of the minor- 
ity and the provisioUBOl the eonstit iition 
re(|uire. Of course the (irit paper.s and 
politicians will abnsi! the ( ioverii nuuit 
for ibi'ir nru'ency; but the nior(^ the 
(irilH oppose the more urgency is needed. 

We trust that the (iovernnuMit will 
comjiel every one of the Crits to toe the 
j mark on this school ijuestion, that it 
I will not give them a chance to brag 
about, what they W(Uild bavt? done, if the 
op])oi tuni(y had bvi'ii all'Driled, them of 
gaining for the; Manitoba minority their 
rights.

BOOTH IN HIDING. 

One Man's Life Hung by a Very Slender 
Thread, 

The spot to which Captain Cox led 
the assassins was an old tobacco-bed 
covered with broom-sedge in a dense 
thicket of young pines, which was not 
near any roadway. 

Thomas A. .loiies, a f()ste>--brother of 
Ca|)tain Cox, and who had liceii his 
overseer, lived within half a mile of tlie 
Potomac, on a phu-e called " lluekle- 
l;erry" ; and as he had been regularly 
eULMgeil in conveying spies and block- 
ade-runners Hiirre!)litioiisly across tlii' 
Potomac, Cox sent for him and |)laced 
Booth and Herold in his charge. Jones 
tlaily broui^lit fooil covered with corn in 
a basket to the fugitives, and called 
lustily to his hogs as he paid his visit. 

ICach day he found Booth suffering 
much from his leg, and usually on the 
ground rolled in his blanket. He was 
eager for the papers giving an account 
of the murder, and Heemeii to be much 
distressed that lii.s foul deed met with 
little apjirobatiou in the South, .fones 
watched liiri ofiportnnit y to take his 
dangerinis charge ti> the river, about two 
and a half miles distant; iind nearly a 
week — a gloomy (doudy week of chilly 
mist — jiassed before the favorable opj)'.)!- 
tunity came. 

(In the third or fourth day after Bixith 
reacdied tin: pines it was dcidded to dis- 
pose of their horses, whicli iiad become 
restless from lack of food and proper 
Ktahliiig, as it was feared that their neigh- 
ing would betray them. Accordingly 
Herold and Franklin A. Roby, Captain 
Co.n's overseer at that time, led the 
horses about two miles distant into 
Zekiali Swamp, where it makes a 
junction with Clarke's Kim, and here 
tlii'V were shot. .As the jilacewas iioggy, 
1 he I Indies of the ih^ad horses tlisappeared 
from view in tlie course of a week, and 
were never seen afterward. 

The carcasses of Ihesi; animals, bow- 
ever, came near betraying (5upt. (lux. A 
large troop of coloreil cavalrymen came 
to his residence for tlie purpose of secur- 
ing inforiiiation as U> the route taken by 
the assassins after they left Rich Hili. 
Capt. Oox showed them the general 
direction of their course early Sunday 
morning, which was toward Zekiaii 
Swamp. The troopers etarted for the 
awani]), and (Japt. C'ox and his son re- 
tired to a knoll about one fourth of a 
mile in the rear of his house, which 
i.-onimanded an ext 'iisiye view of the en- 
trance to the swaiiijj in the valley below. 
They ci;ul(! easily see the buzzards hov- 
ering over the spot where the horses liad 
been killed a few days before, their 
bodies not having yet sunk in the bog. 
Capt. Cox and his son anxi(jiisly watched 
tho caTalrymen iij)proach the swamp. 
Would they or would they not enter 
iielow tho dead horses? Capt- Cox ner- 
vously questioned. " My son," said ho, 
"If thoao men enter l)elow the spot 
whore the bodies of the horaes are, I 
shall hang for it." 

The colored cavalry entered but a 
short distance above where the horaos 
lay, and deploying at intervals of lifty 
feet, beat the awainp from Caiitain Cox's 
to Dr. Mudd'a, nearly lifteeu miles. —

A Newfoundland Schooner With Two 
Children on Bo.ird Pickeft up in 
Mid Atlantic. 

Cadva, April 2. — The newspapers re- 
port that the British Rchooiier Robin 
Ho(jd, Ca|)tain Dingle, from St. .Tolin's. 
Newl'ouiidland, I'diruary 18, for Lisbon, 
baa been brought into this port in an 
extraorilinary manner. It appears that 
the schooner, which is only of 70 tons 
register, left Newioundland in charge of 
her captain and owner who had with 
him his two children — three persons in 
all. Captain Uiiigle died when the little 
craft was in the middle of the Atlantic, 
and his two ehildren were alope eight 
days on board the Robin Hood. At the 
expiration of that time the Robin Hood 
was sighted by the British schooner 
.Jaiining, wlileli ran alongside the drift- 
ing craft. On board the latter the 
(diildreii were found in great distress. 
The Janniiig placed a seaman on board 
to pilot the Kohiii Hood on her course 
into the nearest port which turiieci out 
to be Cadiz. The commander of the 
Janning also supplied the KObin Hood 
with water and provisions, of which the 
children stood in need. 

St. Joii.n's, Nlld., April 2. — The 
schooner. Robin Hood left bore on Feb. 
18, bound for Lisbon, with a cargo of 
lish, shipped by Goodridge & Soae. 
They arrived there safely, discharged 
their cargo, and then visited Cadiz, 
where they took on board a car^o 
of salt, and sailed for this port. 
( i!)odri(lge I'i Son's received ii messaiie 
this morning apprising them of the re- 
turn of the vessel to Cadiz, Cajjtain 
Dingle having died a few days ago. 
I'hey wer<! suriirised to learn diat the 
vessel hail been in distress anil tlicy 
knew nothing about the rejiort in the 
Associati'd I'ress despatch as to the 
children having been found alone on 
board. While he was ashore 
Captain Dingle was twice before 
a magistrate on ' a charge of 
ill-treating a boy named Yohlen, about 
11 years ohl, who formed one of the 
crew. It is believed that he is perhaps 
one of till! children mentioned. The 
shiji'scrcw appeared to be discontented 
while they weri' here and it is thought 
possible that tliev mav have abandoned 
the vessel, (ioodricli Sous liave cablcil 
for further pMrticulars.

'J"o j^ef anvthinf,' Jiki; a 
correct idea, wo mu>t tako a bachelor's 
yiew of bachelorhood aud a husband's 
view of iiKilrimnny, tlionsh husbands 
aro not by any means nnanimous about 
what tlioy are an familiar with. Bat'iie- 
lors am, as a rule, fur more rui.sunder- 
iitood tbau husbands. It is a great mis- 
take to suppo,se thoru to be invariably 
the misorablo devils that wonson fancy 
them. Tiiey may bo miserable, but not, 
iu all likelihood, from siufjleuess, which 
is, perhaps, one of the least of all canses 
of misery. If it were this, they would 
bo alnio;-t certain to tako a wife (for any 
and every man and woman can many, 
if so inclined) and thns soothe their 
woes. 

Nearly all men iu tho conntry or in 
Ktuall towns eu'.er iuto domesticity for 
obvious reasons. Loueliuoss, isolatiou, 
the force of imitation, of conventional- 
ity, prejudice, convenience, make it socni 
desirable. Great cities. Now York par 
ticnlnrly, exercise a stroug auticonunbial 
infitience, which steadily inorcHses, 
which is far preater now than it has 
over boon, and will, prob:d)ly, ho twice 
as f^roat the coniin;^ century as )t lias 
been iu this. What IMalthns said, JUO 
years ago, tliet marriage is governed by 
the price of coru, is still truer today 
than when lio nttorcd it. (,'oni ro]iro- 
sents subsistence, and to it, what is so 
rliapsodiz(d abont ns lovo, with all its 
ideal couoomitants, is gonerally subsoi-i - 
ieut. In groat cities, money, another 
name for corn, is much moro abundant 
than in tho coimlry, but tho doniand for 
it, tlio ne(d of it, is always largcdy iu 
excess of ilio .'■uii|)!j". The major part of 
city folk aro jiocu', not abjectly perhaps, 
bnt poc:r iu thu sense of meaus iuado- 
qnate to ends, ami many young men, as 
well as men not young, feel that thoy 
cannot alTord to wed. 

A senst> of iiiidnlily to sujiport prop- 
erly a wife, and possible children, is, 
whatever may bo said to tho contrary, 
the chief cause of matrimony's decline, 
thouf^h thorn are many other causes, 
Alany men fi'el conjpelent to talco care 
of themselves alomi and aro naturally 
averse to addiug to their respuusibili- 
ties. Hence bachelors are like to bo 
financially conlenled, and for thi 
son mi rit enty I'allier llian eoniiK;::s:oii 
frcjm thu community in whicli they aro 
known. Nor are they, as a mlo, tho dis- 
satisfied, moro.'^o, cynical follows lljuy 
are asserted to bu, but just the opposite. 
Having sufiicieut moans (little is ro- 
(juired for if detached man, even at a 
crowded cputor), thoy aro [irono to roj^n- 
late their wants tboruby, for thoy read- 
ily can. They have not the cares, tho 
anxieties, tho constant worries, that a 
man of family has, osjiecially when his 
ex]ionsf'S exceed his oarnin;^s. Anil liow 
many men of family liavu such ;m.\)- 
eties continually I tiuch a condition of 
affairs would poison any home. It must 
of necessity. However desolate bachelor- 
hood mif<ht b<!, (tTOii if at tho worst it 
ha.H boon portrayed, it would bo v,a-t ly 
preferable to this coasoloss Ktrugtjlo, 
this hopiug aguiust hope, this slow but 
torturesonio foiin of existence. 

A bacliohjr, it is ovorlastiu;;]y said, 
must bo so isolated, so molaneholy, 
without wife, childruu, homo. Tho wifo 
might be a shrew or a wretched invalid, 
tho children ill or tmmnuageable, the 
homo a scono of poimry, of distress. 



This is never thougiit of. Wifo, chil- 
dren, home, aro apt to bo spoken of rhe 
torically, as tltey onght to be, not as 
thoy often are. Ho who does not have 
them as thoy should bo would hotter 
not have thom at all. A satisfied bach 
olor may not bo ou u level with u satis 
fied hasbosd and father. Bat be is oer 
tainly mnch better off than a dissatis- 
fied husband and father, and is not so 
unfortunate, even if mieorahlo, as ho 
wtnild bo if individual ruisory were 
joined to housohold misery. Takiug 
thiuKK as thoy aro iu cities, and also the 
doctrine of probabilities, into account, 
is it not more desirable to be a bacbolor 
than a man of family, and has uot tho 
former an ampler prospect of jioaco, of 
comfort, of oujuyineut, than tho latter 
by long odds? Is it any wonder that 
celibacy is augmenting steadily? 

If the much di.-:cussed, much critioised, 
mnch abused bacbolor is without a 
lion'.e, lie Ikis, it should bo romendiorod, 
his club, frciincutly more than au equiv- 
alent. No place is materially moro 
agreeable, moro comfortable, moro nt- 
traclivo, than a well apjKiintod club. It 
may nol fully answer to tho wishes an<i 
needs of an entirely domostio unm, yet 
I 1(1 V club has many more married than 
siiij^le members. A club coutains no 
cliihiren, no wonioii, very littlo friclir.n 
or (iislr.ii-t ion of anv- kind. It is (juiet, 
orderly and is iu tho main pornieatod 
by a scrouo atniosiihero. To see tho 
bac)iidor there is to see him calm, 
Keiiinl, coin-leons, usuallj* — ou good 
terms with hiu.'solf and the world. If a 
j.'.linii'.'-e i!ii;.,dit bo cau).;lit of the avcrajio 
husband, ho would, it is to bi> feared, 
sulVor by comparison. IJo would ofn n 
bo fouud very nervous, troubled aliour 
his household, inharmonious with the 
members of his family, re^^retlinR that 
ho had over surronilered his inde[)end- 
ence and his frei'dom to follow that will 
o' tlio wisp, domestic happiuess. The 
hnsbaud who has been well and fitly 
muted, who is kindly, amiable, patieut 
in disposition, who has a snug ci)nii)o- 
toncy, who is a natural lover of homo 
and its alfairs, is assured of rcasounblo 
contr'ntmeiit and tho best that life 
holds. Hut is not ho tho oxceptiou? Is 
he in the loast roprcsontativo? Can ho 
bo ri ceived as a typo of the head of a 
famil}-? Tho blunders committed in 
nnitrimony are porpotual and onorninus, 
and tbeii' iintoriety uii^^lit make any 
bachelor confident that ouly ho aud his 
fellows aro ou the safe side. 

What an amount of sympathy is 
wasted, ajid always has boon, on tlio 
jioor, lono bacholorl No such niorlal 
as is depicted cxi.sts outside the di.sor- 
dered minds of ultra couunbial women. 
He laughs at their jiity often, but when 
ret!ectiv(^ ho ro^'iirds it oithor as a jest 
or a hollow assi'.niption. Is ho not you- 
orally too well satisfied to consider any 
one sincere in commiserating him? Ho 
may be on his part so deeply, so gfnu- 
inidy distressed in behalf of Inisbaiids 
and fathers as to lielievo them onlilled 
at least to tho charity of silence.
